Tells Delegation Hiring of Negroes Would Be 


‘Improper’; 


Committee Calls Meeting 


Saturday Afternoon to Hunt Jobs 


(Daily Worker Harlem Bureau) 


“We do not feel that 


hiring Negroes is a proper 


move. It would be an unhappy move for the Negroes and 
the whites and no good would come of it.” 


These were the words of a big 


boss of the New York Telephone 
Company last week to a delegation 
of outstanding leaders of Harlem, 
demanding an end to the practice 
of discrimination against Negroes. 

The delegation, headed by the 
Rey. A.: Clayton Powell, chairman 
of the Co-ordinating Committee for 
Employment, pointed out that Ne- 
groes and whites were working to- 
gether in a number of private and 
public institutions. 

But V. E. Cooley, representative of 
the Telephone Co. which employs 
only three Negro porters in its per- 
sonnel of 25,000, was adamant in 
his position. 

“We have sympathetic consider- 
ation for the fact that in Civil 
Service, Negroes and whites work 
harmoniously,” said Mr. Cooley, 
“but the Telephone Company has 
not been built up on that back- 
ground. Custom has quite a lot 
to. do with organization.” 

The delegation showed that be- 
sides the five-and-ten cents stores 
in New York and elsewhere, right 
in the heart of Georgia, Negroes 
and whites are attending training 
school together, without discrimina- 
tion. But Mr. Cooley didn’t “see 
how the idea of Negroes and whites 
working together is workable or 
feasible.” It was his opinion that 
the employment of Negroes. would 
be demoralizing to the entire staff. 


“GOOD SERVICE” 
“Good service is essential,” he 
declared, “and in shaping our course 


for good service ‘we think it would 
be a mistake to jeopardize the 


morale of our forces.” 


The delegation pdinted out that 
the company was violating section 


42 Of thé Civil Law Rights. But 


Mr. Cooley refused to say anything 
on that. Closing the interview he 
insisted that there was nothing he 
could do to aid them as the com- 
pany believed that Negro workers 
would be injurious to the good 
service that the Telephone Company 
maintains. 

The interview was closed but the 
issue and the struggle remain wide 


open. The struggle to wipe out the 


practice of discrimination against 
Negroes by the, public utilities 
gathers momentum.
